EDITOR’S FORWARD 


Blond hair, blue-green eyes, tanned 
skin and a white-toothed grin—pictur- 
esque is the word for Nick Adams, and 
it applies not only to his color-scheme. 
Nick thinks and talks picturesquely, 
and his colorful life-story, now being 
bid for by book publishers, will un- 
doubtedly wind up on the picture-screen 
some day. Nick is considered one of 
the “hottest” young stars in show-biz. 
His ABC-TV series, “The Rebel’ hit 
top ratings a few weeks after it began; 
his first Mercury record, “Born A 
Rebel,” is headed for Smashville; he’s 
on current movie sceens in “Pillow 
Talk,” and “FBI Story,” in featured 
roles, and one of the major film studios 
will soon announce him in the lead-role 
of an important production. 


The question most pepole ask me, is 
how did my two partners and I happen 
to hit upon the character of my TV 
series, “The Rebel”? The truth is, we 
didn’t have to go yery far to find him— 
“The Rebel” is me. 

We set him back a hundred years to 
a more rugged era. We invented a 
‘name—“Johnny” because it was a pop- 
ular name in Civil War days, and 
“Yuma” because it sounded interesting. 
We fixed him up with a costume that’d 
be at home in any direction, a Rebel 
cap and a Western buckskin shirt. And 
we let him roam, trying to find a place 
to sink his roots down, and ramming 
into adventure at every step. 

Just the same, scratch Johnny Yuma 

and under the skin you’ll find Nicholas 
Adamshock, the Jersey City drifter who 
took himself a long dusty hitch-hike 
to Hollywood ten years ago—mostly 
because he was a rebel against being 
poor and a nobody. One of the TV 
columnists put it like this: Johnny 
Yuma is a symbol of all the youths 
who ever went around skinning. their 
knuckles against the world’s inequal- 
ities, looking for something they can’t 
spell out—” That’s me—and maybe it’s 
vou, too. 
When I first tried to sneak through 
movie studio gates to get a job as an 
actor, I had two strikes against me— 
“too young” and “too short.” I was 18, 
a ripe age for starlets, but with most 
producers a male isn’t supposed to have 
any emotions until he’s in his mid- 
twenties or older. My size brought me 
even quicker turn-downs. I’m five-foot- 
ten, but on Western sets they won't 
let you even water the horses unless 
you have to stoop going through the 
Le¥: 1 a go CoXo) of 

These days, the biggest gas is to. 
have fellows I meet—waiters, and cab 
drivers, and service men—tell me they 
watch my Rebel show because “they 
feel it’s real.” It’s one of the first series 
about a young fighter, and that’s one 
of the points I wanted to put over. 
Johnny Yuma is not yet 21, but he’s 
fought three wars—with Yankees, In- 
dians and outlaws. You had to prove 
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TO BEAT THE ODDS 


yourself in a hurry in the 1860’s, because a lot of men 
never lived past 26. 

Most of all. I’ve never believed that the stuff they call 
“intestinal fortitude” comes only in six foot lengths! 
Plenty of times when I was hungry I’ve spent my ham- 
burger money getting acting pointers from a John Wayne 
or Gary Cooper movie. No use saying I wouldn’t like to 
tip the same scale with these fellows—but you find out 
by reading the books, most of history was accomplished by 
men who didn’t come up to Wayne or Cooper’s tobacco- 
pouch pockets. 

Johnny Yuma and I, we’re just Joe Average, and the 
Joe Average’s sitting in front of their TV sets can identify 
themselves with us when we wade into the big guys. When 
you're working in your own series you're considered a 
‘valuable property” and they offer you a double to step 
in and do the work that might skin your nose and delay 
production. If I was six-foot-one, I might go for the 
doubles—but this way I do my own fight scenes, and I 
ped a few touches I'd use if I was really fighting for my 
ife. 

A funny thing happens when after a long time trying, 
you suddenly open the papers and magazines and find peo- 
ple writing about Nick Adams, alias “Johnny Yuma.” You 
become a sort of third person who joins the other readers 
in seeing what you can learn about the guy. When I first 
saw my TV character described as “a sort of beatnik of 
the Civil War,” I thought it was an all-right phrase. At 
that time, my co-producer, Andrew Fenady; my director, 
Irvin Kershner; and I, were so happy to see the series 
catching on, any phrase was alright. Lately, the term 
“beatnik” is beginning to bug me. 

As I understand it, a beatnik is an alone-nik—a hazy- 
brain who has withdrawn himself or herself from the 
world to live in some separated. non-caring stratosphere 
of their own. That’s not for me. When we plot the episodes 


of “The Rebel,” we try to keep Johnny Yuma very much 
in this world. He cares about what goes on, and he finds 
others who care what goes on with him. Me. personally, 
I’m with the poet who wrote, “no man is an island entire 
of itself—every man is a piece of the continent.” The 
swellest thing about my own little globe is that I have 
never been entirely alone in it. It’s the greatest, when 
you can look back over your shoulder and see the people 
we ve played a part in your life, sticking up like mile- 
stones. 

_ First, there was my father, Peter Adamshock, of Ukran- 
ian descent, and digging coal in Nanticoke, Pa., where I 
was born. He could have very easily raised me and my 
brother Andy to live our lives underground like himself. 
The day my uncle was carried home dying from a mine 
cave-in, was the day my Dad decided to find something 
better for us. The only thing better he could find at the 
time, was a hard-working janitor’s job for himself in 
Jersey City. He started for $30 a month. and a basement 
flat. I can still see Mom down on her hands and knees 
making with the scrub-brush on those cold basement floors 
—but there wasn’t any danger of cave-ins. 

Just recently, when I was doing a Cerebral Palsy tele- 
thon in New York, they told me a gentleman was asking 
for me at the stage door. It was John Slane. principal of 
the Henry Snyder High in Jersey City. looking not much 
different than when I used to stand in his office trying to 
explain why I’d gone on the hook for two weeks. 

He has a picture of “The Rebel” hanging on that same 
office wall, he told me. 

“You’re a great help to me when I’m talking to some 
boy who could go in either direction—” Then he started to 
laugh. “I remember how little and stringy you were when 
the coach used to tell you you’d never make the teams. 
I tell the boys how you hung around and pestered. and 
took your knocks, and won your football and baseball 
letters.” I laughed, too— but from knowing that if John 
Slane hadn’t taken time to teach me the wrong and the 
right things to rebel against, I could have wound up a 
peohToor punk. Or, maybe, as a picture on a post-office 
wall. 

My Mother, and my brother Andy—I’ve been away from 
them a lot, but I’ve never been without them. Some of the 
letters I wrote my parents from California, all about the 
grand places I was living, and the big jobs I had coming 
up, should have won a fiction prize. But the things I 
knew Mom would worry about, if I had clean sheets, and 
if I was getting three squares, turned me into a health 
buff. I eat health foods now and stay at top physical 
shape, because anytime I don’t keen a lot of meat on me 
I'll be hearing from my Mother, “Nicky—you’re looking 
thin!” 

Andy’s a doctor in Chicago’s Passavant Hospital—he 
made it the hard way, too. When he was studying I used 
to send him part of whatever money I made in the crazy 
string of jobs I worked at—fry cook, soda jerk. truck, 
driver, gas pumner, and when I was serving in the U.S. the 
Coast Guard. When I began to get occasional film roles 
I could send him more. A doctor is a fine proud profession 
to have in any family. So I helped my brother through 
medical school, and Andy’s ambition helped me to keep 
battling my way to where I wanted to land. 

Some of the others who made a dent in my own par- 
ticular world are names you recognize: Jack Palance, who 
shortened my name from Adamshock, and helped me get 
my first acting experiénce with a New York theatre group 
—a no-pay deal. but it gave me the nerve to trv Holly- 


‘wood, Director John Ford who, instead of tossing me out 


of his office when I crashed it in my Coast Guard uniform, 
handed me my first picture role in “Mr Roberts”—which 
lead to others. The kids I did some “growing up” with in 
movie town—Jimmy Dean, Natialie Wood, Bob Wagner, 
and Elvis Presley. I also made some p.a. tours with 
Elvis and while staying at his home in Memphis. hecame 
interested enough in Southern tradition to come back West

wearing a Rebel cap. And of course, the names you see 
with mine on the ABC-TV screen, Andrew Fenady and = 
Irvin Kershner, who believed eough in my idea to put it 
together and sell it, and who keep it going week after 
week. 
Two other men have added new sides to my living and 
I’m talking abuot the top-side and the flip-side of my first 
Mercury Record. Art Talmadge, A&R Director of Mercury. 
knew it wouldn’t mean a thing for me to stand up and 
rock out “Young Love” or maybe, “Pink Petticoats.” and 
Merc’s West Coast Recording Director, Nat Goodman, 
worked hard to find the right material for me. Nat read 
my TV scripts. Then, he’d come up to my house at night 
and we'd dig through the Civil War hooks. and practice 
drum rolls and talk about flute bits. When we knew what ; 
we wanted. he turned the ideas over to professional song- IT WASN’T SO VERY LONG AGO THAT MR. “‘A"" 
writers and arrangers, to put in the dance beat. Result, DIDN’T HAVE MANY THINGS TO SMILE ABOUT 
“Born A Rebel” and “Bull Run,” and I’m getting almost 
as much of a kick out of having a disc, as I do out of 
acting. 
The best reason why I wouldn’t want to be an alone-nik, 
I’ve left to the last—my wife Carol. If the time ever 
comes when it seems right to let “Johnny Yuma” cut him- 
self a hunk of happiness I hope the writers can do as well 
by him, but I doubt it. I don’t think my Carol has a 
duplicate. I may have to change my mind about this in 
a few weeks, but if it’s a boy we’re going to call him Reb 
Adams. This may sound commercial, but why not? It 
gives me a good feeling to walk through the studio gates 
in the morning and have everybody call out, “Hi, Reb!” 
“The Rebel” has been good to me—without it I couldn’t 


have married Carol and be waiting for our “Littlest Rebel” 
to arrive.

by paralytic polio and left with two useless legs. She is 
condemned to a life on crutches and, Lauren readily ad- 
mits, is his greatest support. 

It isn’t often that Rod smiles but when he picks up a 
letter from Peenie, he laughs heartily and permits himself 
to be captured by the jov of her sunny attitude towards 
life. He explains that she is an extreme extrovert, a 
talker, a pusher, a fighter and she has helped him tre- 
mendously with a complex which brought on his shyness. 

Peenie, like the general who sits behind the lines and 
plans the attack, dispatches letters of encouragement and 
advice to Rod, on the fighting line. They are a bright 

in his lonesome Hollywood life. 

With all of the girls who are readily available for any 
handsome kid, Rod is resigned to a period of study, hard 
work and loneliness. He avoids dates, except those which 


have been arranged for publicity purposes. There’s one 
girl in his life and she’s up in Fresno and this lad is 
determined that she shall be the ONE. 

Exactly what is it that makes for so extreme a case of 
loneliness in so great a world as that of show business, a 
business dedicated to the happiness of its huge audience?

(credit Peenie). He is of the quiet, soothing variety that

Rod explains his pre-Hollywood days in few words as - 


possible: He played quarterback on the high school foot- 
ball team but otherwise kept to himself. He had no 
friends and engaged in no other activities. He answers 
this by saying that he was just plain shy and “TI had no 
guts” for anything. He wanted to be an actor but wouldn't 
even dare tell his classmates. Thev never heard him sing.

Then. he’d reluctantly shave. seem 
to stall for time as if wondering if he might stall his way 
out of getting dressed. Finally, he’d force himself into 
his equally passive clothing and slowly, reluctantly, move 
towards the door. 

Spend some time with Rod and you'll soon find that 
there is a different personality imbedded deep within him, 
a personality that’s crying to be cut loose. It sneaks out 
now and then and we see an otherwise dull lad come to life.
